1.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
cenuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  a  single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered 
item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot"  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

Note:  The  excavations  which  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  the  Luris- 
tan bronzes  were  initiated  by  the  Persian  government  in  1928  under  the 
direction  of  M.  Andre  Godard  in  the  district  between  the  villages  of  Diz- 
ful  and  Harsin,  southeast  of  Kermanshah  ;  and  in  two  years  more  than 
four  hundred  necropolises  were  explored,  yielding  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able finds  in  the  history  of  Near  Eastern  archeology. 

The  bronzes  found  are  relics  of  the  Kassite  peoples,  ferocious  moun- 
taineers whose  origins  go  back  to  the  3rd  millenary  B.C.  and  who  later 
became  known  to  the  Greeks  as  xooaawi.  They  first  appear  in  history  in 
the  reign  of  Samsuiluna  (2080-2043  B.C.)  son  of  Hammurabi;  they  con- 
quered Babylonia  and  founded  a  dynasty  in  1761  B.C.  which  endured 
until  1 185  B.C.,  and  appear  to  have  had  close  relations  with  the  Egyptians, 
Hittites,  Syrians,  and  other  civilized  races  of  the  period;  after  the  fall  of 
their  empire  they  returned  to  their  mountains  and  were  known  as  brigands 
as  late  as  the  time  of  Alexander. 

Their  art  is  apparently  an  isolated  Babylonian  culture  in  which  no 
Greek  influences  appear,  and  which  has  not  yet  been  linked,  in  spite  of 
certain  similarities,  to  the  later  culture  of  the  Scythians.  The  bronze  relics 
belong  to  the  Mesopotamian  period  of  the  Kassites,  who  seem  to  have 
acquired,  according  to  Godard,  their  animalistic  motives  and  their  protec- 
tive deity  Gilgamesh  from  their  contact  with  the  people  of  the  plains.
